TUBERCULOSIS 

One  case  of  ncn-respirat ory  tuberculosis  and  two  cases 
cf  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified.  Two  cf  these 
cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year,  and  also 
two  cases  previously  notified.  There  was  one  death  due  to 
tuberculosis. 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited 
the  County  in  the  Autumn  and  the  inhabitants  cf  this  area  had 
an  opportunity  cf  being  X rayed  at  either  Narberth  or  Tenby.

VACCINATION 

Vaccination  is  carried  cut  by  the  patient’s  own  doctor, 
who  is  paid  by  the  County  Council  for  notifications  to  yeur 
L'edical  Officer  of  either  successful  vaccination  or  failure 
after  the  second  attempt.  Records  were  received  cf  103  primary 
and  26  nc endary  vaccinations. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 

This  is  also  carried  out  by  the  local  practitioners  and  paid 
for  by  the  County  Council  on  receipt  of  the  record  cards.  116 
children  were  immunised  during  1954,  and.  180  children  were  given 
reinforcing  injections. 

The  figures  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  show  a satis- 
factory increase.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

During  the  year  licences  in  respect  cf  four  private 
slaughterhouses  were  renewed  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938.  A further  licence  was  applied  for  in  respect  of  a 
salughterhouse , and  it  was  proposed  that  it  be  granted 
subject  to  certain  work  being  carried  out  so  that  it  would 
come  within  the  required  standard.  However,  the  owner  did 
not  require  immediate  use  cf  the  premises  and  hence  deferred 
carrying  out  any  work  resulting  in  no  licence  being  issued. 
Thus,  to  date  the  Council  have  five  licensed  slaughterhouses 
within  their  district,  four  such  premises  being  licensed  for 
the  slaughter  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs,  and  one  premises 
licensed  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  only.  Apart  from  Llwyn- 
pinner  and  Penparc,  slaughtering  is  on  a very  small  scale  at

RODENT  CONTROL 

Numerous  properties  were  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats 
and  mice.  Where  infestations  were  found  notices  were  served 
upon  the  occupiers  tc  take  steps  to  eradicate  the  rodents,  and 
to  carry  out  work  which  was  found  necessary  to  prevent  any 

recurrence. 


Xingsmocr  Common  refuse  tip  and  the  Xilgetty  disposal  works 
were  treated  in  view  of  major  infestations. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

There  has  been  an  increased  demand  for  the  collection  cf 
refuse  during  the  past  twelve  months  with  the  result  that  the 
Council  revised  their  collection  service  037-  maintaining  the 
use  of  the  two  vehicles  during  the  winter  months,  giving  a 
more  regular  and  satisfactory  service. 

Dumping  still  continues  at  xingsmocr  Common  and  the  Car- 
marthen Rural  District  tip  at  Clynderwen. 

SCHOOLS 


A survey  was  carried  out  of  all  schools  within  the  district 
and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  cf  school  kitchens  and  sanitary 
conveniences  was  found  to  be  very  satisfactory.  A brief  summar 
cf  the  conditions  found  to  exist  are  as  follows;

Water  clcsets  are  installed  in  thirteen  cf  the  schccls. 

Pail  clcsets  are  in  use  at  three  schccls  and  activated  earth 
pits  in  six  schccls.  Water  clcsets  shculd  he  installed  Wherever 
possible,  and  with  the  excepticn  cf  cne  schccl  a piped  water 
supply  is  available  at  all  these  premises. 

A high  percentage  cf  the  urinals  are  withcut  flushing  sys- 
tems resulting  in  the  presence  cf  a fcul  cdcur.  The  absence 
cf  such  systems  can  be  appreciated  in  schccls  where  there  are  nc 
water  clcsets,  but  where  water  clcsets  are  installed  it  wculd 
be  desirable  tc  prcvide  and  fix  autcmatic  flushing  cisterns. 

It  was  alsc  ncted  that  in  cnly  fcur  schccls  cut  cf  a tctal  cf 
twenty  had  prcvisicn  been  made  tc  have  separate  ccnveniences 
fcr  the  staff. 


Fcur  wash  hand  basins  per  100  children  is  the  recommended 
standard,  and  seme  schccls  were  Y/ell  belcw  such  standard.  Fcr 
example,  at  Amrcth  C.P. Schccl  there  was  cne  wash  hand  basin 
(situated  in  the  girls’  cloakroom)  fcr  the  use  cf  fertynine 
pupils  and  a staff  cf  three,  and  three  schccls  were  withcut  such 
facilities.
